One thing I haven't seen mentioned - why the metric system was 
introduced in the first place, and why it doesn't work: the French were 
attempting to replace the then-dominate English system. Being a purely 
invented system, and having no relationship to human measurements as the 
English system does, it's purely political in nature, and not worth 
considering. I continue to use the human, English measure, and shall 
continue to do so. Actually, ALL of the "dead-scientists" (against whom 
I have nothing in particular) names for values have no intrinsic meaning 
- only that which we assign it - unlike the English measure, which is 
directly related to the dimensions of the human body, and lends itself 
to easy, non-computer use. What's half of a centimeter? What's half a 
meter? Just some arbitrary value, not something easily grasped by the 
"man on the street." 

The main reason I reject(ed) the metric system is the high-handed and 
exclusionary way it was imposed. There are direct, metric equivalents 
for most automotive tools I have - but do the nanufacturers use them? 
Oh, no! They have to use non-equivalent sizes that require buying a 
whole new set of wrenches. Well, I bought them - but I don't forgive 
the Frogs for the effort... ! 

So, if you ask me for BA dimensions (to strain at a tie-in), you'll get 
them in human measure - not some arbitrary, politically-motivated 
nonsense.

the tuning coil was about 12 feet high and 6 feet across (from memory). since 
an arc ran continuously, freq shift keying was used by shorting one or two 
turns with relays. must have been a clatter at 100 wpm. the loading 
capacitor was in a big shed, each plate about 16 feet high and 10 feet wide 
spaced a few in from the next. 1/8 in steel was used, chicken wire was tried 
with some success. the 3 giant towers for San Diego stood until just a few 
years ago.

Well the good news about not being able to visit SGC on my Seattle jaunt 
was that I instead pealed off on the way home to check out Electonic 
Dimensions in Tacoma. First the bottom line - vast amounts of test 
equipment in total disarray from 50's vintage to present. Prices are 
approximately 150% of market value, which no doubt contributes to the fact 
that the back recesses (officially the employees-only region representing 
3/4 of the ft**2) are barely passable with 12+ foot stacks of gear. 


Some nice BA radios - tube-type Yaesus, a KWM-2, one R-392, a couple of 
Halliscratchers and a HW-101. The only prize I could find - and boy did 
this one call to me (read - Randy paid too much) was a receiver I have 

never seen before.... and I thought I had seen most of them. 


This is a R-808/GRC-14. Similar concept as a R-392, even same power 
connector and case style, but with an analog dial and clearly optimized 
for TTY. 2-32 MHz. Innards look very RCA-like, but the contractor who made 
this one is Federal Telephone and Radio Company (a division of IT&T it 
sez). 


O£ course I will jump up and down to get any info on it. Real $$ for any 
docs sent. Anyone know about these guys?? AND (this may hurt) I would be 
interested in opinions as to value.

Hank is right - EE units are metric. The advantage is that they are 
decimally related. There is no logical mathematical relationship between 
inches, feet, yards, and miles. Typically, I think of distances in the 
English units, but in the aerospace industry, all dimensions are in inches, 
and decimal portions of inches. As you might imagine, the numbers get 
pretty large when defining the fuselage stations for a large vehicle! 


Hams are partially bi-lingual also - we define our bands in terms of 
"meters", and not "yards" (even in the early days, hams were allowed to 
operate "200 meters and down"). Did you ever hear of the "40 yard band"? 
Our formulas for antenna length have been converted to feet and inches 

so that we could use the commonly available measuring devices. 


The English system really sucks, but we'll never completely get rid of it.

In support of SGC, I have used an SG-230 auto-tuner and SG-303 mobile antenna 
system as part of my BA mobile environment. I used a co-ax switch to switch 
in a dummy load to tune up my mobile KWM-2, then switched the KWM-2 output to 
the SG-230 and keyed the rig. The autotuner tunes in less than a second and 
lets me run mobile on 80 thru 10 meters without having to stop the car to 
change coils/taps etc. Real convenient! 


SGC builds commercial gear that hams are beginning to use. I think the boating 
crowd was pretty instrumental in starting this trend since many of the 
maritime mobile crowd used SGC gear for their MM HF use. Later it evolved into 
using these rigs on the ham bands as well, and finally hams started getting 
them for non-MM use. Looking at thier catalog, it seems like the 2020 is thier 
first entry into ham related gear, I believe, so they are used to dealing 

with a different mindset, ie companies and governments who deal in quantities 
of 50 to 100 radios at a time and don't deal "on spec". They just aren't set 
up to handle the single item purchaser, that's why they direct you to a 
distributor. 


As far as support, I have been using the SG-230 auto tuner and SG-303 mobile 
antenna system for many years. When they came out with an enhancement for the 
SGC that I had a good use for, I contacted them. They had me send in my old 
unit and replaced it with a new one and all I paid for was a new remote 
control head, about $40. They even paid for two day air-express shipping. 


Then about 2 months ago, the new SG-230 they had sent developed a problem. They 
fixed and returned it in less than a week (NY to WA and return to NY), ie the 
kind of service I would expect from a company used to dealing with government 
and civilian emergency service organizations (their normal customer). No charge 
for the fix and shipping. 


So yes, they may not be in tune with "hams" and how to deal with us, but I 
wouldn't concern myself in the least about their willingness or ability to 


provide support.

Larry, what you have is a Klystron tube. It is in "Tube Lore" but under a 
different name: 5836. As far as I can determine, it is typically used in 
the HP-616 UHF signal generators. (I have a 614, and it uses the 5837, 
a.k.a., 6BM6.) 


As for what it looks like: it is a rather small tube. A little taller 
than a 6X4. Four pin base, a top electrode, and two gold plated "focusing 
rings; used to apply bias voltages to set the frequency. 


Probably your best bet would be to find someone with a ailing 616, and see 
if thy need the tube. 


BTW, these are fairly rare tubes. AES currently has it priced at $175.00.

Really, threaded hardware is the only nasty part, and there (in xbothx 
systems), folks invent whatever size they need. There's US SAE, NC and 
NF; "British Association" threads (kinda sorta neither metric nor inch, a 
little of both), French metric threads, Japanese metric threads (I work in 
TV; we have boxes and boxes of Sony screws!), etc. and I don't know xhowx 
many kinds of pipe thread--USP in the ‘States, BSP in older UK stuff (like 


my MG's fuel & hydraulic systems) and at least one Metric version. 


It all adds flavor to the soup in my opinion--it makes life more 
interesting to find a couple of cheese-head BA screws, a Sony 
"dot-and-slot" head metric, and some US electrician's flathead 5-32

measured in cm, and guess what? The bases are the same general size as 
all key bases everywhere; ditto the other parts. "Awkward" sizes come 
from poor design, not which system things were measured in. 


Often when I build gear for fun, I don't even bother to get a ruler 
out; a straightedge, dividers, The Parts Themselves and the spacings and 
arrangements that suit my own hand are all it takes. Nuts and bolts? 
Depends on what turned up! Could be a little of everything but it'll all 
Pats, 


The 4 inches = 10cm in my earlier is actually a useful measurement; 
it's just about one "hand," a unit used to measure the height of horses 
that probably predates the harness: the distance from the thumb knuckle to 
the little finger knuckle of an average person's hand. Typical key bases 
are in the neighborhood of a hand wide, or a little less. 


In the real world, old Imperial/Customary measures are handy for quick 
and dirty numbers, while metric (and yes, decimal inches, though it's like 
a vacuum-tube computer or a solid-state ignition in a Model T Ford) ones 
are better for precision. Customary lingers on in rack sizes (19" panels 
in 1.75" increments, the latter called "rack units" in EU to make ‘em more 
palatable), audio tape speeds and widths (1/4" and 1/2" wide are common, 
as are 3.75, 7.5 and 15 inches per second; buy a European machine, and all 
that will be *givenx in the metric units but guess what, the speeds and 
sizes are the xsamex), and probably a good many other places. 


In short, the systems are so intermixed (feet and inches etc. are 
offficially xdefined« in cm, btw) that there's no point fussing over them. 
Use the one that fits your application and enjoy the splendid mixed salad 
the accidents of technology, history, politics and blind chance has set 
before us!

I've had an R-808/GRC-14 receiver for the last 18 years, I got a second one 
about 5 years ago. The nice thing about it is that it has a built-in 115VAC 
to 24VDC power supply so you can run the receiver from an AC outlet. If 
anyone is interested I have a fairly bad repro of the schematics and 


alignment procedures I can scan and copy. The AN/GRC-14 was the Marines 
answer to the GRC-19 and the transmitter for the set was crystal controlled 
(just as the Marines equivalent of the AN/GRC-9 was the GRC-13 which covers 
the same frequency range but in 10 crystal controlled channels, also has 
almost the same tube lineup and output power...). 


It's a nifty receiver, however, not as technically advanced as the R-392 
(which is basicaly similar to the R-390), it has a conventional dual 
conversion scheme but the additional bonus is the built-in RTTY converter, 
which, by the way came in 2 flavors: some receivers had the audio-type RTTY 
converter while others had the IF discriminator type. The audio converter 
was (so I've been told) the more desirable one, due to better reliability. 
My R-808's are made by Federal Telephone and Radio Company (a division of 
IT&T ) and both have the audio type RTTY converters. The IF type converter 
is a direct plug-in equivalent of the audio type. 


I hope this little piece of info justified the data bandwith.....

All this talk about Hertz brings up a related topic. What we now 
call the ionosphere was originally called the Heaviside Layer. 

In the book "Understanding Radio" by Watson, Welch and Eby 
copyright 1940 p 5: 


"The Heaviside Layer. For years an effect called "fading" has 
interfered with reception of programs. This effect is noticed in 
broadcast receivers, although it is more pronounced in amateur sets. 
The amateurs have also known the effect of the waves skipping over 
their stations. The explanation of fading and skipping is based 

upon the Heaviside layer theory. This theory was developed by an 
Englishman named Heaviside and by an American named Kennelly. These 
men reasoned that there was a stratum or layer made up of electrified 
or ionized particles of air, enveloping the earth at a considerable 
height. They also reasoned that this layer of ionized particles must 
have a reflecting effect similar to that of a mirror." 


I find it interesting that the name of the Heaviside layer must have 
at one point been changed to the ionosphere. Why? At what point? 
It seems like Hertz in reverse. Shouldn't we change it back to 
Heaviside to honor the men who discovered it? Does anyone else have 
books that refer to Heaviside and Kennelly? 


BTW, I purchased this book from a list member awhile back. A great 
resource with many illustrations and review questions every few 
pages.
